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JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.87 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.87  for  January  1963  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPor te-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order. 
The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted 
by  a  differential  of  7  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  be¬ 
low  the  3.5  percent  standard.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  4  cent  per  hundred¬ 
weight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Average  daily  herd  production  reached  an  even  800  pounds  this  month,  but,  because  of 
a  decrease  in  number  of  producers  on  the  market,  the  total  daily  production  was  about 
one-half  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  There  are  40  less  producers  on  this  market, 
yet  these  producers  are  producing  42  pounds  per  day  more  than  they  were  a  year  ago. 
The  month  of  January  1963  has  been  a  very  rough  month  in  regard  to  weather  for  this 
area,  and  it  is  surprising  that  production  did  not  drop  below  normal. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Sales  of  Class  I  products  dropped  1  percent  from  January  of  1962,  but  showed  an  in¬ 
crease  of  4  1/3  percent  over  December  1962.  In  reporting  our  sales  in  1963,  and 
the  last  few  months  of  1962,  we  have  listed  2  percent  milk,  a  product  that  is  increas¬ 
ing  in  sales,  as  a  separate  item.  Before  this,  these  sales  were  included  with  the 
fortified  skim  milk  sales  and  in  some  instances,  skim  milk  sales. 

BASE  NEWS 


All  producers  will  receive  their  daily  base  for  use  in  the  months  of  April,  May, 

June,  and  July  1963,  shortly  after  March  1,  1963.  Copies  of  these  bases  will  be 
supplied  to  the  handlers  that  you  ship  to. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  February  1963  delivery  period  will  be  $4.10  per  hundred¬ 
weight  for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.10  per  hundred¬ 
weight  to  the  basic  formula  price  ($3.10),  minus  the  10  cent  supply-demand  adjustment. 
The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  March  1963  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus  10 
cents .
